This refers to an investor group that 
has been seeking to establish a rock 
quarry on land immediately adjacent 
to Oakridge city limits. It is a universal 
feeling amongst the folks who live in 
(and around) Oakridge that this quarry 
will not be a good thing. In fact, it will be 
extremely harmful to Oakridge for envi- 
ronmental and economic reasons. 

And yet, the powerful forces of cor- 
porate profit are about to carry out 
what will certainly be a catastrophe for 
Oakridge. The proposed rock quarry 
will hurt our mountain-bike tourism as 
well as other visitor attractions (such as 
our growing disc golf courses as well as 
hiking and camping). Moreover, there 
will be extremely harmful environmen- 
tal consequences. 

By the time you read this the Lane 
County Planning Commission will have 
formulated a recommendation for the 
Lane County Board of County Commis- 
sioners. The board is not required to 
follow the Planning Commission rec- 
ommendation. Thus, county commis- 
sioners who have no constituents in 
Oakridge will decide whether to allow 
the blasting away of TV Butte and the 
economic harm to this small rural town. 
The Hazeldell Rock Quarry will hurt the 
entire Oakridge community.

THE GODZILLA OF

There is a noxious invasive species 
that has invaded Springfield and possi- 
bly Eugene as well.

Accessing OC 


HOW THE OREGON COUNTRY FAIR CAN BE MORE ACCESSIBLE 


he Oregon Country Fair has been abright 

thread woven throughout the fabric of 

my life. My first Fair was in 1983 — inside 

my mom’s very large tummy — and I 

have returned almost every year since. 

But that will not be the case for my 

children. My 14-year-old twins were born 

three months premature. Both are autistic, have ADHD 
and one is a power wheelchair user due to his quadriplegic 
cerebral palsy. The Fair has not been a pleasant experi- 
ence for them during the handful of times we have tried it. 

We are not the only ones who have noticed the Fair 
has work to do around access and inclusion. 

This year, I was honored to moderate a panel discus- 
sion on Disability and Fair Access featuring Paralym- 
pian Ravi Drugan and his mom Keli Schunk, as well as 
Oakland, California, activist Maya Scott-Chung. Drugan 
and Schunk have been longtime fairgoers, whereas this 
was Scott-Chung’s first experience at Fair, which made 
for arich conversation. 

Many members of the 4A crew showed up to contrib- 
ute, too. The OCF’s Access Advocates for the Alter-Abled 
already does great work offering accommodations. 
These include: rest areas at the Dragon (main gate) and 
Community Village, sign language interpretation, power- 
chair charging, accessible route maps, service dog rest 
areas, wheelchair rentals and adult-size diaper changing 
at White Bird Clinic. 

We also put out a survey that had 55 responses from 
fairgoers — though eight of those said they do not go 
to the Fair anymore because it is inaccessible to them. 
Respondents were mostly either disabled themselves (57.4 
percent) or were friends and family of disabled people 
(9.3 percent and 24.1 percent, respectively).

Being a word person myself, I was particularly inter- 
ested to learn that the crowd was split rather evenly on 
whether they preferred person-first language (“person 
with a disability”), identity-first language (“disabled 
person”) or an alternative like the OCF term “alter-abled.” 

Most respondents preferred person-first language 
(40.4 percent) with alternative terms at 32.7 percent 
and identity-first language at 26.9 percent. (Adjusting 
for only those who identified as having a disability them- 
selves, person-first and identity-first language were tied 
at 12 respondents each and seven said they preferred 
alternatives.) 

Almost 90 percent had been to other outdoor festivals, 
which gave them something to compare to the Fair. On 
ascale of “terrible” to “fantastic,” most (36.4 percent) 
thought OCF’s accessibility was middling, with 30.9 


percent finding it only a step above terrible. 

It’s clear the Fair has some work to do. 

For a family of children with significant needs, my 
family has done a decent amount of traveling, and we 
have learned a thing or two about the burgeoning new 
interest in accessible travel. Almost every attraction 
we’ve been to has an accessibility page with a range of 
accommodations listed. Nonprofits like KultureCity, which 
trains staff at venues and then certifies venues that have 
sensory inclusive modifications, are partnering with these 
locations to provide sensory bags. Accommodations like 
these and better information about what disabled fair- 
goers can expect would go a long way to improving the 
Fair’s accessibility to people like my sons. 

Survey respondents and our guest panelists had many 
other suggestions, too. These included: Better and cleaner 
ADA bathrooms (Why are we still talking about these 
basics in 2024?!); better in-Fair transport options; more 
benches and rest areas; closer, reservable alter-abled 
parking; free companion tickets; better heat mitiga- 
tion (distribute cooling towels); and more awareness of 
other people’s needs and the history of disability justice. 

As is often the case when we listen to our disabled 
community members, improving these issues could actu- 
ally improve the experience for everyone. Who hasn’t 
been overwhelmed by the sensory input at the Fair? Who 
doesn’t want acleaner port-a-potty? Who isn’t stunned 
by the heat? 

One of my favorite signs at the Fair says: “Thank you for 
being us.” It’s time the Fair puts more resources towards 
making sure the “us” can include folks like my kids.

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WHEN GOD IS AT THE SIDE OF 
THOSE WHO HAVE BEEN SHOT 


he former president credits God for 
saving him from assassination, claim- 
ing, “God was on my side.” 
l actually agree, in part, andl am 
thankful that he was not killed that day. 
No, I have not had a sudden conver- 
sion to the MAGA cause. Rather, I 
believe his assassination would have been worse for 
democracy than his election and likely the beginning ofa 
wave of political violence. (Think of all those assault-style 
weapons in the hands of less than reasonable people.) 
Rather, I believe God was on his side in that moment, 
just as God was also on the side of Martin Luther King, 
dr., John F. Kennedy, Robert Kennedy, Ronald Reagan, 
Gabby Giffords and every other victim ofan assassination 
attempt. Reagan, Giffords and now Trump fortunately 
survived. In what theological universe does it make sense 
that God protected the latter and not the other three? 
It is an entirely different thing to claim God is on the 
side of a victim of violence than to claim that God saved 
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someone from that violence. To suggest that God physi- 
cally altered the path of a high-velocity bullet to protect 
Trump and apparently did not alter the path of the 
bullet that killed his supporter, former fire chief Corey 
Comperatore, is absurd. I do not know how anyone could 
believe ina God who chooses one over the other, as if this 
life is worth saving but that one is not. In seminary the 
theological term I learned for such thinking is “scatol- 
ogy,” more commonly known as “bullsh**.” 

For anyone paying attention to history and especially 
for people of faith, the notion that God intervenes physi- 
cally to save people from violence died in the gas cham- 
bers of Auschwitz. This realization came to me when I 
was at Auschwitz 35 years after those chambers of death 
were destroyed. Sitting with a group of 60 German young 
adults seeking to come to terms with the Holocaust, a 
group leader read the story told by Elie Wiesel in the 
concentration camp. 

Three inmates had been caught trying to escape. To 
make an example of them, the Nazis hung them in the 
camp square and forced everyone to watch. Two died 
quickly, but the third was a young boy. Not being as heavy 
as the others, his neck did not break when he was hung 
and he struggled for what seemed an eternity as the 
horrified crowd watched. Someone cried out, “Where, 
oh where, is God?” A voice inside of Wiesel responded, 
“God is there, hanging from the gallows.” 

In 1998, my mother was stabbed to death by her 
deranged nephew. Some tried to comfort me by saying it 
must have been God’s will. | was not comforted. Rather it 
was Wiesel’s story and the story told to me by the sheriff 
at the scene that night of the pesky little dog guarding 
Mom’s body that gave me comfort. 
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The dog was a Lhasa apso and his name was Wicket. 
After spending time with my newborn daughter several 
years before, Mom felt the need for something to cuddle. 
Wicket was the answer and Mom loved the little bugger 
dearly. When I learned about Wicket, covered in Mom’s 
blood, I knew that God had not abandoned her in that 
horrible moment, but was there, by her side. 

So yes, I have no difficulty believing that God was at 
Trump’s side in that moment through those who came 
to his aid and in those rendering aid to Comperatore and 
the other victims of the shooting. 

But ask me to believe that God chose to save former 
President Trump’s life and not Mr. Comperatore’s, let 
alone the lives of the Holocaust victims and other geno- 
cides, the 1,143 victims of the Hamas raid in Israel, the 
30,000-plus victims of the war in Gaza — or the life of my 
mother — is to ask me to either hate God or to believe 
theological nonsense. 

Credit the officer who caused the shooter to hurry his 
shot, or maybe the rifle team that did not allow him to 
improve his skill, but to credit God for saving Trump is 
to make a mockery of all the innocent not saved by God 
throughout history, creating a false image of a partisan 
God who listens only to prayers of one particular group. 

Thank God for good fortune, sing “God Bless Amer- 
ica,” but please do not make claims for God that many 
good believers and non-believers alike find offensive or 
heretical. Or as I call it, scatology.

FACEBOOK POSTINGS SHOW THE SON OF THE REPUBLICAN NOMINEE FOR HOUSE DISTRICT 12 
TOOK PART IN THE JAN. 6 PROTESTS AT THE U.S. CAPITOL 


he eldest son of Darin Harbick, the 
Republican nominee for Oregon House 
District 12, took part in the Jan. 6 
protests that led to the attack on the 
USS. Capitol, inspired by then-President 
Donald Trump’s effort to overturn the 
2020 election. 

Eugene Weekly has obtained several screenshots from 
videos Tyler Harbick posted to Facebook which docu- 
ments his involvement in the Jan. 6, 2021 attack on the 
U.S. Capitol. Sources familiar with the screenshots say 
they were captured the day after the videos were posted 
sometime in March 2021. 

Tyler Harbick’s Facebook page has since been deleted. 

“Capitol breached lol,” Tyler Harbick, now 34, posted 
of the video taken just after rioters pushed past police 
and entered the Capitol Rotunda. The images show 
Harbick beyond police barricades and standing outside 
the Capitol’s eastern doors after they were broken down 
by rioters. 
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Neither he nor Darin Harbick responded to EW’s 
repeated requests for comment. 

Tyler Harbick is one of many participants in the attack 
on the Capitol. 

The FBlestimates 2,000 to 2,500 people participated 
in the attempted effort to halt the counting of electoral 
votes. The Facebook posts show Tyler Harbick at the 
speech prior to the attack, walking alongside rioters 
towards the Capitol, moving past riot police and barricades 
and getting right up to the eastern-facing rotunda doors. 

None of the screenshots show Tyler inside the U.S. 
Capitol. 

More than 1,200 people have since been charged with 
seditious conspiracy, obstructing an official proceeding, 
criminal trespassing and other crimes related to the Jan. 
6 attack. Tyler Harbick has not been charged. 

Michelle Emmons, the Democratic nominee for House 
District 12, says Darin Harbick needs to address his son’s 
involvement on Jan. 6. 

“Through his silence on the matter, he supports his 
son’s participation in an insurrection undermining our 
democratic election processes,” Emmons says. 

Harbick won the GOP nomination by defeating the 
incumbent, state Rep. Charlie Conrad, in the May 21 
primary. Prior to the primary, Conrad was asked by the

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Oregon GOP to leave his party for his support of HB2002 
— abill codifying abortion rights in Oregon.

“Political activity is within certain guardrails,” Moore 
says. “And we as a society right now are having a real 
discussion about where those guardrails are. Do they, 
in effect, prevent us from truly expressing our political 
views? Or are they the guardrails within which we must 
stay in order to successfully present our political views?” 

He says.“There are people who were at the Capitol 
and who breached it, who are now seen as political heroes 
back at home.”

Moore says it’s a “fairly common thing” for Republi- 
can candidates and activists to have either participated 
inor held aconnection to someone involved in the Jan. 6 
attack. In Oregon’s 2022 election, several of the Repub- 
lican-nominated candidates for the Legislature were 
in attendance at the “Save America” rally in D.C. that 
preceded the attack on the capital, Moore says. 

“The Republicans don’t have credible candidates,” he 
says. “And so, kind of anybody can win a few thousand 
votes and become the Republican nominee.” 

Conrad left the Republican party after losing his 
primary to Harbick and says the party is getting exclu- 
sionary: more and more “small tent.” He is now a regis- 
tered Independent. 

“There currently is no appetite that has somebody 
that thinks differently,” Conrad says. “The party wants 
everybody that thinks alike and they want everybody 
that’s going to act alike.” 

While Conrad still supports limited government over- 
reach and lower taxes, he says he believes he doesn’t fit into 
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the Republican Party’s current definition of conservative. 

“The more congealed the Republican Party gets, 
the smaller it’s going to get, but the more energized it’s 
going to get,” he says. “Anybody like me that would get 
into that — we would neutralize that.” 

In 2021, Tyler Harbick, a registered Republican and 
resident of Blue River, according to LinkedIn, was state 
field director for his father’s 2024 state Senate campaign. 

The posts to the younger Harbick’s Facebook page 
show that he marched with other protesters down Penn- 
sylvania Avenue toward the U.S. Capitol between 12:40 
pm and 1 pm. The march followed speeches near the 
White House by Trump, former New York Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani and InfoWars host Alex Jones. 

Tyler Harbick posted another image from Alex Jones’ 
speech at Freedom Plaza before walking to the Capitol. 

One image shows Harbick face-to-face with D.C. police, 
and another screenshot later shows him past the barri- 
cades and on the US. Capitol steps. 

The screenshots show his mother, Kail Harbick, and 
his brother, Trey Harbick, liking all of his posts. 

Tyler Harbick ended updates around 3 pm by writ- 
ing, “Epic day.”

PROGRESSIVES ON THE LANE COUNTY COMMISSION SAY CONSERVATIVES ARE GERRYMANDERING DISTRICTS 


he Lane County Board of Commission- 
ers approved a last-minute proposal 
from a private law firm to change the 
county charter, rejecting the work of 
its own committee — without includ- 
ing a future public hearing dedicated 
to the new amendments. 

On July 16, conservative commissioners Pat Farr, David 
Loveall and Ryan Ceniga voted for suggestions from 
private law firm Harrang Long to redraw a district map 
and establish a new redistricting committee. Commis- 
sioner Chair Laurie Trieger and Commissioner Heather 
Buch voted against. 

No public hearing is scheduled on the Harrang Long 
amendments. The board will discuss the potential changes 
at its meeting August 6. Commissioners will then decide 
what heads to the Nov. 5 ballot. 

The move upset members of the county’s Charter 
Review Committee, which has been working on the issue 
since November 2022. “I don’t like having my time wasted 
and hard work in good faith tossed out,” says Stefan 
Ostrach, CRC vice chair. “But the commissioners have 
the power to do that.” 

The Home Rule Charter governs how Lane County 
can and can’t operate. Changing, adding or removing 
anything inthe charter statutorily requires a public vote. 

Two motions the board approved were submitted on 
May 24 by William F. Gary, an attorney from Harrang 
Long representing his firm’s former partner, Stan Long. 

Trieger says the motions have yet to be vetted by the 
CRC or county counsel. 

“Clearly, the current board majority wants Stan Long’s 
proposal to go in front of the voters, regardless of the 
charter review committee’s recommendations,” Treiger 
says. “There is no legitimate reason, but a very clear 
purpose, on part of the current board majority.” 

She adds, “This is unnecessary and wholly politically 
motivated.” 

During the meeting, Buch requested Loveall amend 
his motion to include a public hearing since the new 
changes would be completely different from the CRC

recommendations. “The only right thing to do would be 
to add a public hearing,” she said. 

Loveall said his intentions were to “keep this momen- 
tum rolling” during the meeting. “I just want to get it 
done. I don’t want to kick it down the road.” 

Earlier in the meeting Loveall said, “I think in light 
of what we’ve been hearing in public testimony, that 
democracy is about the people. It’s by the people, it’s of 
the people, by the people and for the people.” 

Critics have pointed out Harrang Long’s proposed 
redistricting would make it harder for a progressive 
commissioner to be elected in North Eugene — Farr’s 
district. 

One of the Harrang Long proposals suggested rebuild- 
ing the Independent Redistricting Committee as the 
Citizens Redistricting Committee, making selection 
random froma vetted pool of 50 applicants. As it currently 
stands, county commissioners select the first five, who 
then select the next 10. 

According to Harrang Long’s proposal, anyone who 
currently holds or is acandidate for a position in govern- 
ment is ineligible, as are their family members, rela- 
tives and roommates. It also stipulates that committee 
members had been registered to vote in Lane County 
for at least three years and had voted in the last two of 
three general elections — excluding young people and 
those new to being politically active. 

Thesecond motion — which Gary referred to as “house- 
keeping” in his letter — would redraw the current county 
districts five years before new census data. 

According to Harrang Long’s proposal, if you live in 
the Whiteaker neighborhood you will now be considered 
apart of the South Eugene county district — rather than 
North Eugene — because Roosevelt Boulevard is the 
proposed boundary between the two. 

“The proposal comes across as good government, 
but that Roosevelt Boulevard piece puts the lie to that,” 
Ostrach says. 

Ostrach says putting the line at Roosevelt Boulevard 
will cut across city wards, school districts and neighbor- 
hoods. “It’s clearly gerrymandering. Why Roosevelt Boule-

vard? I mean, it’s completely arbitrary,” Ostrach says. 

According to Trieger, the CRC recommended not 
redistricting until the next round of census data. “The 
effective impact of the Stan Long proposal does redis- 
trict because it names specific geographic descriptions 
that effectively change the districts,” she says. “It is a 
very underhanded way of redistricting outside of a good 
process and not in the normal decennial calendar.” 

After voting to refer the private law firm’s recom- 
mendations to the ballot, county commissioners voted 
down the suggested amendments from the CRC — with 
a two to three vote, commissioners Farr, Ceniga and 
Loveall dissenting. 

One of the CRC’s amendments would have changed 
county districts names to only be numbers. For example, 
District 3 North Eugene would have just become District 
3. Another would have extended the time frame the CRC 
can do its work to two years. 

Its final recommended amendment would have codi- 
fied the Independent Redistricting Committee within the 
county charter — which now staying in county code can 
be modified whenever the commissioners want without 
requiring a public vote. 

“Tmean three commissioners are going to vote against 
putting them on the ballot,” Ostrach says. “I guess they’re 
dead in the water.” 

Alongside the private law firm’s suggestions, the board 
unanimously voted for three repeals of current charter 
language suggested by the CRC to move toa discussion 
on August 6. 

One will repeal a redundant spending limitation on 
the county, another will remove a section regarding 
East Alton Baker Park, which the county no longer owns, 
and the final will get rid of an income tax cap, which the 
county doesn’t collect. 

The two amendments and three repeals will be 
discussed by the county commissioners at a public 
hearing on August 6. If passed, each one will make its 
way to the Nov. 5 ballot.

AS WE EMERGE FROM THE EMBEZZLEMENT, THE NEWSPAPER WILL BE LAUNCHING A REDESIGN 


t’sbeen more than six months since Eugene Weekly 
announced the devastating embezzlement that 
almost put this newspaper out of business. 

It’s been less than six months since our read- 
ers and this community rose up to fundraise and 
support this local and independent alternative 
weekly and bring it back to print. 

So where is the Weekly now? 

It’s in red boxes all over Eugene, delivered by bike by 
Pedalers Express throughout the city. Readers can find 
the newspaper in Cottage Grove, Springfield, Creswell 
and throughout the area — because even though we have 
Eugene in our name, we cover Lane County. That said, 
we have had to pull back on distributing the newspaper 
in Florence to save on distribution costs. 

Next week, the Weekly will get a new look. 

You'll see a new logo and a redesign of the Weekly’s 
pages. The print paper has not had its fonts or layout 
changed in more than 10 years. Our interim publisher, 
Mark Zusman, says the redesign is less about trying to 
create a new identity than demonstrating the Weekly’s 
commitment to delivering the news in print. 

Zusman, who’s also co-owner and publisher of Willa- 
mette Week in Portland, has run alt-weeklies for more 
than 40 years. He says the Weekly’s commitment to 
serving the community is impressive. He’s working to 
ensure the paper not only survives but, as he likes to put 
it, “rises like a phoenix.” 

For the redesign, Zusman brought in Portland-based 
designer Maggie Gardner to work with the EW’s art direc- 
tor and production manager, Todd Cooper, on updating 
the logo and other design elements. “We are still very 
much inarebuilding stage,” Cooper says, “and we wanted 
to introduce a new look for a new era.” 

Cooper points to “bolder headline treatments” and 
a cleaner look for our events calendar — which will still 
be that list of events in print that readers have made 
clear they love. 

Gardner says a new font, Founders, will be used for 
headlines. She says Founders “was once a workhorse font 
that deftly delivered listings information has proven to 
be impactful as a headline font.” She’s selected Freight 
for the updated Eugene Weekly logo. The semi-serif 
Freight, she says, is “a style that pays homage to our 
journalistic roots.”

Both Cooper and Gardner point to the use of more 
color throughout the paper. Much of the work in bring- 
ing this newspaper back is happening in the background, 
but “this design refresh,” Gardner says, “is our way of 
making our continued investment of energy and strat- 
egy visible to you.” 

We remain thankful for the financial support you gave 
and still give the Weekly — both when we first announced 
the embezzlement, and continuing today. We’ve created 
anew position — director of community development — 
and have brought in Jody Rolnick, the former editor and 
publisher of the Cottage Grove Sentinel and an experi- 
enced grant writer. 

Rolnick reports that the Weekly in the past few months 
has received $11,000 from donor-advised funds at Oregon 
Community Foundation, and a $20,000 transformation 
tech grant from the Google News Initiative to help in 
our community engagement efforts. She says commu- 
nity support will help the paper hire more journalists, 
increase the number of pages and digitize our archives. 


won first place awards for investigative reporting and 
health coverage in the regional Society of Professional 
Journalists contest. Earlier this month, Catalyst reporters 
won first place for solutions journalism from the national 
Association of Alternative Newsmedia. The organization 
also awarded the Weekly a second place for explanatory 
reporting and a third place for health coverage. 

Eugene Weekly maintains editorial independence in 
what we publish and also remains committed to acentral 
tenet of community journalism: political endorsements. 
It’s shocking, but EWis among only three Oregon news- 
papers that conduct statewide endorsement interviews 
with political candidates.

GOV. TINA KOTEK HAS YET TO NAME OREGON'S 
POET LAUREATE MONTHS AFTER THE USUAL 
SPRING ANNOUNCEMENT By Savannah Brown 


he Oregon poet laureate position remains 
vacant months after the position has tradi- 
tionally been filled. 

While state law allows the governor one year 
to fill the vacancy, every poet laureate for the 
last 50 years has been announced between 
March and May. As of press time, Gov. Tina 

Kotek, who began her term in January 2023, has yet to 
name one. This is despite the fact that the nominations 
for poet laureate were sent to the Governor’s Office in 
February, with the expectation that Kotek would announce 
her selection by May. As the incumbent poet laureate 
ended his position in May, Oregon has been without a 
poet laureate for the longest period of time in 16 years. 

The Oregon poet laureate is an official state position 
given to an accomplished Oregon poet. The governor 
makes the selection, which is typically announced through 
a press release. The position offers a $15,000 per year 
stipend, and an additional $10,000 budget for traveling 
around the state during their two-year term, engaging 
in public appearances and writing poems focusing on 
Oregon life and interests. 

“Poetry can help us better understand ourselves, one 
another, and the world in which we live,” says Ce Rosenow, 
a writing and literature instructor at Lane Community 
College. She adds that “having a poet laureate helps 
create and support poetry opportunities around the 
state, raising awareness and celebrating poetry ina 
variety of ways” while also demonstrating that poetry 
is recognized and valued by Oregon. 

Cecelia Hagen, who moved to Eugene more than 50 
years ago to get her MFA in poetry, says the possibility 
the position will be vacant for up to a year has “left a 
void” in missing workshops, readings and other public 
events in which the poet laureate would appear, to foster 
art and spread it throughout the state. 

According to state statute, the role honors “the resi- 
dent poets of Oregon who have been most responsible 
for capturing the beauty and spirit of the state through 
the medium of verse.” 
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Anca Matica said in a short email to Eugene Weekly that 
“The Governor has one year to appoint the Poet Laure- 
ate following a vacancy. The Governor is currently in the 
process of reviewing the finalists. The appointment will 
be announced this summer.” 

Hagen, among many others in the poetry commu- 
nity, is dissatisfied. “I just find it shocking that there’s 
this delay,” she says. “I can’t imagine there’s a problem 
with the committee’s recommendation,” she says of the 
selection process. “It’s very disappointing. 

“Poets are used to being overlooked. But this negli- 
gence seems almost insulting,” Hagen adds. “It would be 
so easy to just send out a press release. It feels like it’s 
nothing to [Kotek].” 

In April 2020, Portland poet Anis Mojgani was named 
the 10th Oregon poet laureate, and in 2022 began his 
second term. As the statute for the position allows a poet 
laureate no more than two consecutive terms, May 2024. 
marked the end of Mojgani’s tenure. 

Oregon Humanities is a nonprofit organization that 
works to unite communities through storytelling and 
is contracted and funded by the Oregon Cultural Trust 
to administer the Poet Laureate Program. At the end

The Oregon Poet Laureate position has a rich history, 
with internationally known poet Edwin Markham the first 
person to serve the role in 1923. Previous poets laureate 
have consisted of a variety of professors and editors, as 
well as the world renowned William Stafford, followed 
by his son, Kim Stafford. While it began as a somewhat 
informal role that was filled sporadically, in 2006 the 
statute was changed so the governor must choose anew 
poet laureate within one year after the last poet laure- 
ate’s term ends. The poet laureate’s announcement and 
tenure has remained consistent ever since. 

Asked about what was causing the announcement 
delay in the Governor’s Office this year, press secretary

of 2023, Oregon Humanities sent out the call for anew 
poet to fill the position. 

Out of 71 nominees, 4.0 accepted their nomination and 
two names were sent to the Governor’s Office in February 
—the names of the two finalists have not been released 
by Oregon Humanities — and only one will be chosen. 

None of them have heard back. 

The selection process involves established Oregon 
poets participating in a nomination and subsequent 
application process. The applications are reviewed bya 
committee convened by Oregon Humanities. After the 
committee pores over all of the applications, they send 
its top recommendations to the governor. 

At first, nothing seemed unusual about the timing of 
this year’s announcement, with all signs pointing to a 
May reveal; straying towards the later end of the three- 
month period is common for a newly appointed gover- 
nor. In fact, the Oregon Cultural Trust’s website still says 
that the poet laureate will be announced in May 2024 (it 
also still says that Mojgani is the current poet laureate). 

Then, in June, EW released an update in Slant on the 
poet laureate selection process, quoting a March email 
from Lucy Solares, the Oregon Humanities program 
director, to “look out for that press release in May-ish 
for the big announcement.” 

Well, now it’s July-ish and eyes are still peeled. 

Carrie Kikel, the communications director of the 
Oregon Cultural Trust, says, “The governor makes deci- 
sions on her own schedule. We are hoping that we will hear 
something very soon, and we are poised to announce it 
as soon as we have information to share.” 

During the traditional April-May announcement 
period, Kotek was embroiled inacontroversy that involved 
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plans to give her wife, Aimee Kotek Wilson, a formal role 
in office. On May 1, the governor apologized and back- 
tracked after thousands of pages of emails from her top 
staffers were released expressing concerns about the 
decision, and five key staff left their jobs. 

After the Jan. 12 application deadline for poets, the 
sole communication that Ashland nominee Amy Miller 
has since received from anyone in regards to an update 


on the matter, was a June 10 email from Oregon Humani- 
ties, saying: 

“Our original hope was to be back in touch at the end 
of May... the process is taking a bit longer so we wanted to 
give you that update and let you know we will be back in 
touch as soonas we hear from Governor Kotek’s office.” 

Aside from this, Miller says it has been “radio silence.” 

Brian Rogers, the executive director of Oregon Cultural 
Trust, is the communication pipeline between the Gover- 
nor’s Office and Oregon Humanities regarding the poet 
laureate. In a call to EW, he noted that Kotek is a new 
governor whois busy with “commissions, meetings, and 
all kinds of appointments across the state. It does take 
time,” he says. “She also wants to do a careful job.” 

Regarding Kotek’s timeliness, Rogers says he is “feel- 
ing confident within the next couple weeks” that she will 
make a decision. “Definitely by August, hopefully.” 

Ben Waterhouse, Oregon Humanities’ communication 
director, says that while they are not involved in, or have 
knowledge of when Kotek plans on choosing a poet, “We 
look forward to hearing from her soon.” 

“T don’t feel slighted or annoyed really at all,” Miller 
says of the delay. “Maybe it’s in a big pile of stuff that 
somebody is trying to get to in the Governor’s Office. 
I’ve worked in offices long enough, that’s where my mind 
goes,” she smiles. “My concern is that we get a great poet 
laureate, andI’m sure we will, because the poolis so rich.” 

Rosenow agrees, saying that “it is important for the 
governor to take the time she needs to make a good 
decision.” 

However, other Oregon poets are not as sanguine. 
In many cases, the word “disappointment” appears as 
much in the poetry community as “soon” does incommu- 
nication memos regarding the delayed announcement. 

Poet Ellen Waterston is a nominee from Bend. “I’m 
disappointed that a new poet laureate wasn’t announced 
inatimely fashion. Everybody who applied had to adhere 
to a deadline,” she says. “And if we had known we had 
more time, we probably would have submitted better 
applications,” she adds with a chuckle. 

Switching to a more serious note, she refers to the 
numerous statements that the governor has yet to find 
the time to make a selection: “God knows all of the chal- 
lenges facing any governor are enormous. But I do think 
that in the scope of things, that sending out a poet laure- 
ate around the state is like sending out an olive branch,” 
Waterston says. “It’s a way to start to talk about [issues] 
in communities in a way that can be healing. And it’s a 
way to bring voices forward that may not feel they have 
achance to express themselves.” 

She continues, “The reason why everybody is so busy 
is because there are so many huge issues, and if choosing 
a poet laureate can be seen as a helpful thing, it might be 
able to be moved up on the priority list a bit,” she says. 
“Poetry is magical that way. It can move mountains.”

‘m reduction. The fentanyl epidemic is an impor- 


tant discussion to talk about without shame and stigma, she adds. 


“We have, within the entertainment 


industry, lost so many of our friends to fentanyl- 


related harm,” Von Killingsworth tells Eugene Weekly in a phone call. And the risk is not 
just isolated to heavy substance abusers, but recreational drug users as well, she says. 
Von Killingsworth says Morphine’s music suits the show because of the band’s 


sensuality. Morphine was a distinctive 


90s trio, featuring singer and bass player Mark 


Sandman, an outspoken critic of drug use. 

Sandman’s custom-made two-string bass added a bluesy rumble to the low end of 
the songs, backed by the unique instrumentation of baritone saxophone and drums. 
In 1999, Sandman died on stage of a heart attack, unrelated to substance use issues. 

As part of her burlesque performance, Von Killingsworth will sing the Morphine 
song “I Know You Part III.” She will also dance to the Morphine song “Buena,” off the 


band’s 1993 album Cure for Pain. 


Other performers at the HIV Alliance benefit include Baad Betty, The Lu Harlow, 
Pixie Kat and Azalea Jade, an aerial, hoop and pole performer on tour from South Korea. 
(All burlesque performers are identified by their stage names). Sugar Top Buddery, 
Pearl Day Spa and Charles Little & Company, a flower farm, are sponsoring the event. 


Frankie Live, a burlesque performe 


r from Eugene, hosts the show. “This little brain 


child has blossomed into a beautiful event showcasing performance artists, moving 
to music from the music of Morphine,” Live says in an email.

I've tried 
to get him on board so that I don't feel like I'm betraying and 
cheating on him, to no avail. | welcome any advice. 

— Wants And Needs The Sex 


Anyone who’s been reading my col- 
umn for more than three months knows 
what I’m going to say in response to this 
question — DWYNTDTSMASN — so I’m 
gonna say something else. 

We know from our own personal ex- 
periences and from the experiences of 
others that two people can be in love 
without being on the same page at the same time. One per- 
son might be ready to have that big “define the relationship” 
conversation before the other is ready. One person might be 
ready to say, “I love you,” before the other is ready to hear 
it or say it back. One person may want monogamy and the 
other person may not want a sexually exclusive relationship. 
One person might be ready to get engaged or married or 
pregnant before the other is ready for marriage and/or kids. 

We talk about these discordant moments with our friends 
and families — moments when we aren’t on the exact same 
page with our romantic partners — and watch these conflicts 
get resolved in romcoms and sitcoms. So, we often know be- 
fore we find ourselves in a relationship where we're not on 
the same page with our partner about something important 
that two people can get on the same page — about marriage 
or monogamy or kids — because we've seen it done or we’ve 
already done it ourselves once or twice. 

No couple gets on the same page about everything, of 
course, but no relationship goes the distance — no relation- 
ship lasts decades — if a couple can’t get on the same page 
about the big things. Defining the relationship, getting en- 
gaged, getting married, whether to have kids: since most of 
the big things we have to get on the same page about come 
early in a relationship, it’s easy to coast along thinking these 
kinds of conversations are behind us. And then we’re blindsid- 
ed when our partner is done with sex — for whatever reason 
— and we aren’t. 

Alright, WANTS, my heart goes out to you and your part- 


ner. Having a brain tumor removed and going through che- 
mo and getting a stem-cell transplant had to be incredibly 
stressful. The collapse of your partner’s libido could be tied 
to the health challenges he faced or it could be a coincidence, 
as some people lose interest in sex as they age. If your part- 
ner truly doesn’t miss sex, WANTS, he might not be motivat- 
ed to see a doctor to address his libido issues. And if he just 
isn’t interested in having sex with you anymore — which is 
a thing that sometimes happens after years or decades to- 
gether (forgive me for being blunt) — he might not wanna see 
a doctor because an unaddressed medical condition and/or 
hormonal imbalance gives him an out that let him think he's 
somehow sparing your feelings. 

There are a few ways to resolve this issue: 

1. You press the issue and your partner refuses to give 
you permission to discreetly seek sex elsewhere, he demands 
that you honor the monogamous commitment you made 
back when he was fucking you, and you never have sex again 
for the rest of your life. 

2. You press the issue and your partner gives you permis- 
sion — tacitly or explicitly — to discreetly seek sex elsewhere, 
your relationship becomes tolyamorous (tacit permission) or 
DADT (explicit), and you never have to talk about sex again 
with your partner. 

3. You press the issue and your partner refuses to give 
you permission to seek sex elsewhere and you give yourself 
permission to... do what you need to do to stay married and 
stay sane... and you pray you never get caught. 

So, you’re gonna have to get in there and press the is- 
sue, WANTS, as it’s your only hope for getting on the same 
page with your partner about this fine issue. And if you can’t 
manage to get on the same page, WANTS, you get to choose 
between options one and three. Good luck. 

P.S. I’m going to re-up my call here for people who are get- 
ting very serious about someone — moving in, getting mar- 
ried, having kids — to initiate a conversation about what you 
will do, as a couple, if after decades together one of you is 
done with sex and the other one isn’t. 


After over a decade of monogamy, my boyfriend and | 
have started opening things up with threesomes. Our cur- 
rent ground rules are simple: We share a profile on one 
hookup app, and we only play together. It's been fun so far 
but some differences in style/approach are emerging. | may 
exchange woofs with someone, but | don’t write to someone 
until | have a chance to check with my partner about wheth- 
er he would be interested in them, too. He engages men di- 
rectly and without checking with me first. | am careful to 
use “we” statements and make it about both of us when | 
write to someone; a couple of times now, he's gotten into di- 
rect flirtations in our feed about him and the other guy. He 
tells me not to worry, it's just the initial flirtation, and he 
always plans to bring me in “at some point.” But | can't help 
feeling like a third wheel then. Another issue — and may- 
be this is just a personal preference — but if someone can’t 
communicate about their safer sex practices and HIV sta- 
tus in a profile that’s a red flag for me. (I believe U=U, so not 
about a particular status, just about awareness and com- 
munication.) But my partner charges in, writes to people 
with vague profiles based on physical attraction alone, and 
says we can figure it out later. He insinuates that I'm fore- 
closing things prematurely when | can’t see the information 
I want to see right away. Things are starting to accumulate 


and turn into resentments. How do we keep this fun? 
— Communications Have Amplified Tensions 


You have a shared account on that hookup app, CHAT, 
which means you see every message your partner swaps 
with other men. If your profile makes it clear you’re a pack- 
age deal (“we only play together”) — along with listing your 
HIV statuses and safer sex practices — then every guy your 
boyfriend messages is aware of your existence. If your profile 
doesn’t make your package deal explicit, you need to update 
your profile. 

Now, asking your boyfriend to run a guy by you before 
swapping dick pics — if only to make sure this other guy is 
someone you also wanna fuck — is entirely reasonable. Your 
boyfriend shouldn't be writing checks with his dick that your 
ass may not wanna cash. So long as he brings you in when the 
chats shift from flirtations to logistics, your boyfriend can 
tell himself he’s not violating the letter of your agreement. 
But if you’re reading chats where guys bail after your boy- 
friend attempts to “bring you in,” CHATS, or messages that 
make your boyfriend sound like he might be available solo, 
he’s definitely violating the spirit of your agreement. Your 
newly opened relationship isn’t going to be a happy one — or 
a lasting one — if your boyfriend’s online activities leave you 
feeling hurt and insecure. If he cares about your feelings, he 
needs to course correct. 

That said, CHATS, it’s not uncommon for two people in 
a newly open relationship to experience this kind of conflict. 
One partner in the newly open relationship carefully sticks 
to the facts — just on the apps to establish interest, dis- 
cuss safety concerns and set a time to meet up for a shared 
erotic experience — the other enjoys the erotic affirmation 
and attention so much that it’s an erotic experience all by 
itself. Now that you two know you have different styles when 
it comes to making contacts online, you need to work out a 
compromise — you need to get on the same page — that 
makes it possible for your boyfriend to show he’s being con- 
siderate of your feelings (he runs a guy by you first, he drops 
a few “we” bombs in this chats right away), CHATS, and that 
makes it possible for your boyfriend to enjoy the charge he 
gets out of flirting with other guys (he doesn’t get in trouble 
for enjoying hot chats, you don’t pour over every contact for 
signs of betrayal). 

On the HIV statuses and safer sex practices front, 
CHATS, I’m going to side with your boyfriend: it’s not a red 
flag when a guy doesn’t include his HIV status or safer sex 
practices on his profile. If you ask a guy about his HIV status 
and safer sex practices and he reacts badly and/or refuses 
to answer either question directly, that’s a red flag. 

P.S. A quick message for CHAT’s boyfriend: If you invest 
a lot of time, energy and dick pics in a guy who isn’t inter- 
ested in playing with you and your girlfriend, you may find 
yourself tempted to meet up with that guy solo. Creat- 
ing temptation doesn’t mean succumbing to temptation 
— some people can enjoy temptation without succumbing 
— but you wanna be careful out there. If temptation is 
something you've had a hard time resisting in the past, you 
might wanna avoid flirting and stick to logistics.
